considerably, but the

were finally controlled and the dead 
were all found and carried to the top 
of the shaft. The total property dam- 
age is estimated at $10,000. Nearly all 
the men were married and leave fami- 
lies- in poor ciicumstances.

FISHING THEOTJGU THE ICE. 


he steps into his little dog sleigh. 
chirps to his faithful team to get under 
•way and drives five, ten or fifteen 
miles from shore, for on Lake Erie 
blinding snowstorms come ,up with 
scarcely a warning, and hours ,of aim- 
less wandering follow for thean[Kin and 
his dogs, a \vanderlng that often ends 
in death. 
,^ 


When the fisherman who elects to 


try his luck far from laud arrives at 
the spot he has chosen for his sc^ne ot 
operation, he first puts up a equure oJ 
sailcloth which he has brought along 
with him in the sleigh, fastening it to 
two poles set in the ice. This Is hi3 
camp. In the Ice of It the dogs crouch, 
nestling clo?e together for warmth. 
With a steel tipped pole the fisherman 
next chops a row of boles ia the ice 
and drops through each hole a lino at- 
tached to the end of one of two crossed 
sticks. This device is called a lip up, 
the name woll describing its action 
when a tish is caught. The bait is a 
minnow, frozen perhaps, but always 
•welcome, fov pike arc not overparticu- 
lar at the midwinter dinner hour. Be- 
fore be gets the third line set the first 
stick quivers and then stands' upright. 
A tish has been caught. 


There is another gear used hy lake 


fishermen wliich works equally well as 
an indicator of good luck. On account 
of Its bulk, however, it is, ns n rule, 
used only by those who prefer J:p work 
near shore. It consists of. ti'.strip of 
flat board four inches wide aiid two 
feet long. Lengthwise in tbis board a 
slot is cut, ill which, on a wire^axle. is 
hung an iron rod, to one end of which 
is attached the fishing li«e. On the op- 
posite end is a ball of lead that plays 
back and -ftrrth on the rod. 
On tins 


end also is a strip of red or white cloth. 


Tho board, with the rod and line, is 


set np over a bole in the ice at an an- 
gle of about 45 degrees. The line ia 
dropped, and the fun begins. When a 
fish bites and attempts to get away 
with the bait, the rod tips np, and the 
lead ball, sliding down past tlie center, 
stops at the axle, holding it up. The. 
cloth is then floating in the air, and the 
fisherman can see it at half a mile. 


There is- still another way of fishing 


through, the ice, but it is by no menus 
"sporty." When the ice is thin and 
transparent, the fishermen in parties 
of three or four and carrying heavy 
axes go to that part of the lake or 
river where the water Is shallow and 
pound on the ice as they walk slowly 
toward shore. The noise thus created 
drives the fish to the sbaHow water, 
where they lie close to the bottom. 
When the fish have been "rounded 
up," the men hurry over the ice, strik- 
ing heavy blows with their axes. The 
concussion stuna the fish, and they float 
toward the top. Holes are then cut 
and the unconscious fish quickly se- 
cured. In this way a party can take 
ns many as 500 pounds of fish" a day, 
but the game is no more exciting than 
fishing with a net in open -water.

men, of course, are those who work 
away oat on the lake. Without doubt 
the most important part of an out- 
fit is the dog team. Dogs of every 
size, style and description are used. 
Some are fine looking and well mflteci. 
Tbe great majority, however, are just 
dogs. Good barbers are in great de- 
mand, for the dogs are soon trained. 
end they watch the holes In the ice 
like lurwki, well knowing that n« like- 
ly as not they -will come in for their 
share of the spoil*.

It would have been 
be.bt for the general interest if this 
temporary emergency measure could 
have passed uie senate as quicKly as 
it went through the House.

\merican railroads are so important 
n themselves and drain &uch vast pro- 
iueing areas, thus contributing the 
jiilk of eastbound Iroight, that they 
•anuot afford to remain in any sense 
lependent upon foroign navigation 
ornpanies to take these goods to mar- 
ct. Whether they buy us out and 
•un our ships lor their own account, 
or secure legislation \vhuh will lead

American Shoes in Switzerland.- 


Consul Henry H. 'Morgan of Aarau 
says. "Five years ago it was not possi- 
ble to buy an American shoe in Switz- 
erland, but we are gradually getting a 
firm foothold in the country, and now 
it is no novelty to see in the shop win- 
dows of the largest towns shoes with 
a little American flag displayed there- 
on and the announcement that they 
are American made, the inference be- 
ing that they must necessarily be good. 
At Lucerne, for instance, two years 
ago thore was not a shop which kept 
American shoes; last year five of them 
had them on sale, and at the principal 
ones I was informed that during the 
last season they sold out their entire 
stock, and could have sold more had 
they had them on hand.''

American Goods in Smyrna,—Con-1 


sul Rufus W. Lane of Smyrna says: 
"An earnest effort has recently been 
made by the representative* of a New 
York firm of export merchants to in- 
troduce American goods Into Turkey, 
and this effort has met with considera- 
ble success. The representative re- 
ferred to visited Constantinople with 
his Bamples. Ho remained two or 
three months and disposed of some- 
thing like $40,0,00 worth of American 
goods. He displayed'to the merchants 
certain lines of cotton goods, consist- 
ing of cabots, drills, calicoes, prints, 
sheeting, etc., hardware, tools, flies, 
blt», c6mmon shears, locks] knobs, ra- 
zors, knives, padlocks, leather, lamb- 
skins, goatskins, toys, etc. He made 
arrangements with Avedtklan Frores 
of Smyrna to handle bis goods, and 


busmeBB and was the meanB of intro- 
ducing many new lines ot American 
goods. I learn from him that the chief 
obstacle in the way oi developing 
American trade is German competi- 
tion. He declares that the Germans 
in many instances to gain business 
dispose of large quantities of goods at 
absolutely cost prices and give long 
credits. More than .this, they make 
articles which are especially adapted 
to this market. Their goods have an 
mfeiior corstruction ard o.uality." 


Trade Openings in Malta.—Consul 


John H. Grout of Valetta, Malta, re- 
poits good chances there for our au- 
to mobiles, gasoline, coal lighters, 
{lour and what, cider and syrups, and 
closes an interesting report with the 
following: "It is somewhat surprising 
to see the wide publicity gven by our 
consular reports. Some months ago I 
sent a report upon refrigerators. Since 
then I have received newspaper clip- 
pings referring to this report from not 
only the United States, but from Eng- 
land, Switzerland, France, Germany 
and Austria. In the above mentioned 
report I gave the addre-sses of parties 
here likely to bo interested in buying 
rerrigerators, and today the desks of 
most of them are covered with refrig- 
cator cataalogues in various languag- 
es."

**«!Phfc --mansion came near being -con- 
fiscated bj the United States govern- 
ment early in the civil war. 
Mr. Cor» 


coran's sympathies were with the Con- 
federacy, and at the outbreak of hos- 
jtiHtics he went abroad to avoid com- 
plications as a result of the conflict, 
The story goes that while he was In 
New York, preparing to sail, his agent 
here received orders from government 
officials to have the house cleared for 
the lattor's use within two days. This 
order was telegraphed by the agent to 
Mr. Corcoran, who replied that he had 
already leased tbe mansion to the 
French minister. It is said that the 
agent never received this reply, and it 
is intimated that the wires bearing It 
were tapped by secret service officers, 
who became fearful of International 
complications upon hearing that a 
friendly power had leased It, thns 
making the estate foreign territory for 
tbe time being, and tbe proposition to 
confiscate it was abandoned. At all 
events, the .French minister took pos- 
session of the property, and it was. 
thus occupied for a number of years, 
during which time generous and at 
times gorgeous hospitality was here 
d(spensed. 


Perhaps the most notable event that 


has taken place In the spacious man- 
sion was during tbe time the Marquis 
de Montholon was France's diplomatic 
representative here. Tfinls wa* a mag- 
nificent ball giyen by order of Louis 
Napoleon while General Grant •was 
stationed in Washington as commander 
in chief of Ihe army. General Grant 
attended as the guest of honor, and » 
French warship lying ftt Annapolis -waa 
ordered here as a special courtesy from 
the French sovereign. The marquis re- 
ceived tbe guests lu an elaborate court 
dress embroidered with Jeweled fleur- 
de-lis. At tbe close of tbe civil war 
Mr. Corcoran returned to tb* bouse, 
where he remained until hit death. It
